The survey found that 73 


percent of all 14 and 25 years olds 
read 
one or 
more 
daily 


newspapers on the average 
weekday as compared to 78 
percent of all adults. 


Other findings of the survey: 


The young spend almost as much 
time as adults with each 
newspaper and absorb ad- 
vertising as well as editorial 
content; as they grow up they 
read newspapers more, watch

LITTLE ROCK (AP) —Hope- 


ful of final adjournment of the 
legislature by next midweek, 
the Arkansas House stepped up 
the pace'of the fcession-ending 
task of approving appropriation 
bills Wednesday.

The college and university ap-

Casualties in 
Laos Drive 
at 10,000

SAIGON (AP) - The 45-day 


campaign in Laos cost the 
South Vietnamese nearly 10,000 , 
casualties or almost 50 per cent 
of the total force committed, 
highly placed military sources 
said today. 


The sources said 3,800 South 


Vietnamese troops were killed, 
775 missing and 5,200 wounded, 
nearly double what the Saigon 
government has reported. 


These sources said the com- 


muniques from South Vietnam- 
ese headquarters being given to 
newsmen are lagging or are de- 
liberately not reporting the true 
losses 


The latest official figures list 


1,146 troops killed, 245 missing 
and 4,235 wounded. 


At the same time, South Viet- 


namese headquarters is report- 
ing nearly 14,000 North Viet- 
namese troops killed. A large 
proportion of these are credited 
to U.S. bombers and helicopter 
gunships, but the U.S. Com- 
mand in a report last Saturday 
said "cumulative results of 
U.S. air operations in support 
of the South Vietnamese ... in- 
dicate 3,600 enemy troops re- 
ported killed by air." 


The American command said 


the tabulation was based on re- 
ports from air crews, forward 
air controllers and South Viet- 
namese forces. 


Lt. Col. Do Viet, an official 


spokesman, announced that the 
last of the 22,000 South Viet- 
namese troops who invaded 
Laos had returned to South 
Vietnam. 


But Associated Press corre- 


spondent,, Michael P^zel report- 
ed from the front that South 
Vietnamese marines were or- 
dered back to the Co Roc ridge 
just inside Laos this afternoon 
to prevent the enemy from us- 
ing it to shell allied bases on 
the Vietnamese side of the bor- 
der. 


The marines had been pulled 


off the ridge earlier while U.S. 
B52 bombers pounded the area. 
Then they were ordered back. 
But the North Vietnamese fired 
a 20-round artillery barrage at 
the South Vietnamese forward 
command post at Ham Nghi, 
and 
U.S. officers said 
the 


rounds came from Co Roc. 
There was no report of casu- 
alties or damage. 


On the battlefields, U.S. fight- 


er-bombers and 
rocket-firing 


helicopter gunships exchanged 
fire Wednesday with a column 
of 24 North Vietnamese tanks 
trying to upset the pullback of 
South Vietnamese and Ameri- 
can forces away from the bor- 
der to rear bases.

Physician in 
Guatemala

NEW YORK— (NBA) — 


The stocky, blond man gaped 
at the towering buildings in 
midtown M a n h a t t a n . At- 
tache case in hand, he waved 
with pseudo aplomb as he 
set out for a televised inter- 
view. 


Dr. Carroll Behrhorst was 


in New York to seek help 
needed for his work among 
the Cakchikel Maya Indians 
in Guatemala. And the way 


, had been paved for him by 


author Edwin Barton who 


, made Behrhorst and his In- 


dians known across the coun- 
try in his book e n t i t l e d , 
"Physician to the Mayas." 


Behrhorst, 
a successful 


physician in Winfield. Kan., 
went to Guatemala in 1959 
as a medical missionary. To 
gain the trust of the Indians, 
he literally became part of 
the scenery, 
sitting 
every 


day on a park bench, making 
no overtures unless the chil- 
dren came to him. And it 
took two months of sitting 
before he gained even a toe- 
hold. But once accepted, the 
C a k c hi i k e 1 s let him treat 
their sick and he became 
part of their village. 


"When my assigned time 


was up as a missionary of 
the church, I went back to 
Kansas," he said, "to see if 
money could be raised to 
make it possible to establish 
a permanent clinic for the 
Indians. It couldn't. So I de- 
cided to try it on my own." 


He moved his wife and 


children to Guatemala City, 
rolled up his sleeves and 
went to work in the nearby 
v i l l a g e of Chimaltenango. 
With his own money and 
what little he took in as pa- 
tient fees (hospital charges 
are 50 cents a day, including 
medicines) he established a 
clinic, hospital and commu- 
nity health and agricultural- 
nutrition programs. 


"When I went to Guate- 


mala in '59 as a medical 
missionary," Behrhorst remi- 
nisced, "the Cakchikels were 
distrustful of the white man. 
And we were going about 
trying to help them in the 
wrong way. 


"Their thinking is so dif- 


ferent from ours and until 
you can think in their terms, 
you can't i d e n t i f y with 
them." 


When the d o c t o r went 


back to Guatemala in 1962, 
he went as a physician and 
not as a missionary. 


"One reason missionaries 


often fail to make friends of 
the I n d i a n s , " he said, "is 
that the Indian has tremen- 
dous dignity and self-respect. 


"The very teaching of the 


organized church makes you 
debase yourself, start at the 
bottom, consider yourself a 
worm who must climb up 
the ladder Whereas actually

a human being starts in the 
middle and can go up or 
down. It's up to him. You 
must have self love before 
you can believe you can help 
others." 


On his first trip to Guate- 


mala, Dr. Behrhorst learned 
that the Indians s h u n n e d 
the free government hospi- 
tals because their families 
couldn't stay t h e r e with 
them and b e c a u s e they 
didn't want charity. In the 
Behrhorst hospital, families 
bring bedding, supply food 
and help take care of the pa- 
tient. And the fact that they 
are permitted to pay, how- 
ever l i t t l e , adds to their 
trust. 


Today the B e h r h o r s t 


Clinic employs many Indians 
as nurses and medical assist- 
ants—all trained by the doc- 
tor. He works an 18-hour day 
but sees his children more 
often than he did in Kansas. 
"They're in and out of the 
clinic all the time," he ad- 
mitted. 


During his first year of 


practice 
in Gautemala he 


saw that the health needs of 
the Indians ran much deeper 
than the need for modern 
medicine. "It isn't right," he 
said, "to save a baby's life 
with penicillin and then to 
see him starve two years 
later from p r o t e i n 
defi- 


ciency." 


So he brought in an agri- 


cultural e x p e r t and pro- 
ceeded to teach the Indians 
to grow protein-rich food. 


His achievements became 


widely known and he is now 
being helped by members of 
the Peace Corps, the Ameri- 
can Friends Service Volun- 
teers and medical students 
who come to help and learn.

Drink Milk Without 
Raising Fat Intake 


By Lawrence Lamb. M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb—I h a v e 


twin boys. 17 years old. They 
have bo'th enjoyed milk since 
birth. Could milk bring on 
a heart attack? Their dad 
and grandfather both died 
of heart attacks. Would it 
be better to give them 2 pet- 
cent milk? 


Dear Reader—Milk is not 


the perfect food. The truth 
is, man originally was not 
a milk-drinking animal. In 
the d e v e l o p m e n t of the 
human body over thousands 
of years, it was only after 
animals were domesticated 
that milking began. Before 
that, man used milk only 
during infancy. 


Much of the world today 


still does not use milk in 
adult life and when they do, 
they develop indigestion, in- 
cluding diarrhea. These in- 
dividuals lack the infantile 
enzyme s y s t e m necessary 
for the metabolism of the 
lactrose. 


The real p r o b l e m with 


milk in our society is that it 
is just one more source of 
too much fat in the diet. I 
approve of using milk and 
it is useful as a source of 
calcium to help prevent de- 
generation of the spine. But 
you can have milk without 
increasing the fat intake in 


your diet. Parts of the dairy 
industry have made a real 
effort to try to improve their 
product so it is more in line 
with the c o n c e p t s of pre- 
venting heart arid vascular 
disease. 


These are the low-fat milk 


products, which are excel- 
lent. You are c o r r e c t in 
thinking that 2 per cent milk 
would be better than using 
whole milk (1 per cent is 
better.) 


The nonfat dry milk pow- 


der also is excellent, partic- 
ularly for cooking. It pro- 
vides all the protein, calcium 
and other nutrients of milk 
without increasing the fat 
intake. Uncreamed cottage 
cheese is also an excellent 
source of protein. 


I think you are very wise 


to consider this problem now 
with the strong family his- 
tory of heart disease sug- 
gested by your letter. The 
best time to begin is now and 
not at middle age when a lot 
of damage has already oc- 
curred.

MIAMI (AP) — A federal 


grand jury has indicted million- 
aire racketeer Meyer Lansky 
on a contempt of court charge 
after he refused a free trip 
from his Israeli vacation spot 
to testify before the panel. 


The underworld's financial 


wizard was charged with fail- 
ing to answer a subpoena that 
required him to testify March 
10-11 
in Miami on 
alleged 


skimming of gambling receipts 
at the Flamingo Hotel in Las 
Vegas. 


Contempt is not covered by 


the 
U.S.-Israeli 
extradition 


treaty, but Atty. Gen. John N. 
Mitchell said in Washington 
bond of $200,000 had been set 
for Lansky in case he should 
come into U.S. custody. 


Lansky and his wife have 


been living at the Dan Hotel in 
Tel Aviv since last summer. 


Dougald McMillan, head of 


the Justice Department's strike 
force in Miami, said Lansky re- 
fused a federal offer of a $974 
round-trip air ticket from Israel 
to testify before the grand jury. 


E. David Rosen, attorney for 


Lansky, said the former Miami 
Beach resident suffered from 
ulcers and a heart problem and 
was not fit to travel. Rosen 
said his client would submit to 
a deposition under oath in Is- 
rael. 


McMillan replied that Lansky 


was "up and about" enjoying a 
luxury suit in the Tel Aviv ho- 
tel. 


The Justice Department said 


Lansky "had been identified in 
the grand jury investigation as 
a participant in a scheme to 
conceal and distribute untaxed 
casino revenue from the Fla- 
mingo Hotel, Las Vegas, Nev., 
from 1960 to 1967." 


In 1960, Lansky set up the 


$10.5 
million sale of the Fla- 


mingo by Albert Parvin and 
Associates 
and was paid a 


$200,000 fee for his activities as 
middleman. 


Parvin used his share of the 


proceeds from the hotel sale to 
set up the Albert Parvin Foun- 
dation, with Supreme Court 
Justice William 0. 
Douglas 


serving 
as its $12,000-a-year 


president from 1960 until he re- 
signed the foundation post in 
1969. 


Douglas 
has 
denied 
any 


knowledge of Lansky's role in 
the hotel sale. 


Casey Heads 
for Senate 
Confirmation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Wil- 


liam J. Casey, a New York tax 
lawyer whose nomination as 
chairman of the Securities and 
Exchange Commission brought 
on questions about his business 
affairs, headed for an easy con- 
firmation today by the Senate. 


Casey's major opponent, Sen. 


William Proxmire, D-Wis., had 
said before today's scheduled 
vote he doubted there would be 
any serious effort to block the 
nomination. 


The Senate 
Banking Com- 


mittee approved Casey's nomi- 
nation in early February, then 
reaffirmed its action March 9 
after he was called back at 
Proxmire's insistence to an- 
swer more questions about past 
business dealings and lawsuits. 


But the Wisconsin Democrat 


entered a minority committee

Too 
often perhaps a parent cannot

their 


children are doing at a given 
time. 


Mr. Patterson stated the 


number one problem he has 
faced in the Juvenile Court is the 
incorrigibility problem, a loss of 
respect for any kind of authority. 
Contrary to what some may 
think, of the cases handled by the 
Juvenile Court so far this year, 
two thirds of^e offenders have 
been white youths, and one third' 
have been from what could be 
called middle class families. 


Probably the number two 


problem faced by the Juvenile 
Court is the drug 
problem, 


everything from sniffing glue to 
a very few cases of hard drugs.

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Work-Study Experience Program Here Is Showing Results 


Mrs. 
Linda 
Stewart's 


Classroom at Hope High School 
has an interior appearance 
unlike any other room in the 
school. 


On one day her room may look 


like a highway sign shop with 
replicas of stop, yield, railroad 
crossing signs adorning the 
walls. On another day, the room 
may be decorated with pictures 
of women's and men's fashions, 
or it may look like any other 
school classroom with the black- 
boards whitened with chalk 
writing. 


Whatever the motif for a 


particular day, it serves a useful 
purpose, just as the big mirror 
that hangs at the back of the 
room does. 


Mrs. Stewart is the teacher- 


coordinator of the Hope School 
District's work-study experience 
program. The program is a 
cooperative endeavor involving 
the School District, the Arkansas 
Rehabilitation Service, and the 
State Department of Education's 
Special Education Division. 


The program is for students 


who are classified as under 
achievers. 


There are 15 students in Mrs. 


Stewart's class. Many of them 
didn't have a thorough un- 
derstanding of traffic signs until 
recently when she invited an 
Arkansas State Police trooper to 
explain highway and road safety 
to the class. 


The trooper's visit led to the 


posting of pictures of highway 
signs around the room. 


Some of the students must 


constantly be reminded that 
good grooming habits are im- 
portant to securing and keeping 
employment. That is the reason 
for the mirror and makeup table, 
also the pictures of fashionable 
clothing. 


The Hope District has had a 


work-study experience program 
since October 1969. Mrs. Stewart 
is the second person to hold the 
position of teacher-coordinator. 
The first one resigned after 
almost a year's work in the 
program. 


Mrs. Stewart is qualified for 


the position. She has a master's 
degree in special education from 
Henderson State College, and 
has the attitude that the student 
enrolled in work-study ex- 
perience needs closer attention 
than other students. 


The work-study experience 


program enables the student to 
attend class during the morning 
of each school day, and in the 
afternoon he reports to an on-the- 
job training site for vocational 
training. An example is James 
Hastings who is receiving his 
training from R.W. Huddleston, 
a member of the Hope School 
Board and a firm believer in the 
objectives of the work-study 
program. 


James receives individualized 


job instruction from Huddleston 
at Huddleston's Laha Cleaners. 
James receives compensation 
during the training phase of his 
personal program. 


Huddleston has provided on- 


the-job training for several 
students enrolled in work-study 
experience. Another student 
currently works at The City 
Cleaners. 


Other students from Mrs. 


Stewart's class are learning to 
work in jobs such as stock 
handler and custodial work at a 
variety store, school cafeteria 
training work, working in the 
principal's office. 


The training sites are lined up 


through the efforts 
of Mrs. 


Stewart and Uo G. Giles, special 
education counselor for the 
Rehabilitation Service. Giles 
works closely with Mrs. Stewart 
and school district officers in 
counseling with the vork-study 
experience studems and in 
determining whether they are in 
need of additional rehabilitation 
services. 


Of the 15 students currently 


enrolled in the program, six will 
complete their school work in 
May. Their places 
in the 


program will be filled by 
students from Yerger Junior 
High School, who have been 
identified through psychological 
testing as slow learners and in 
need of assistance. 


Hope School District officers 


concede that the work-study 
experience program is still in the 
development stage. One im- 
mediate goal is to acquaint the 
business community with the 
program and its objectives in 
order to locate additional on-the- 
job training sites within the city. 


As in most cases involving 


w o r k - s t u d y 
e x p e r i e n c e 


programs, the student who 
completes his studies is provided 
with 
employment 
by 
the 


businessman who has enabled 
him to receive training. The 
student usually does so well 
during training that the em- 
ployer puts him on the payroll as 
a full time employee after the
